JMl'IiOVEMENT IN BUSINESS. 

The marked improvoinout in trade re- 
ported frcm New York and Boatou threo 
'iAi1>atluj'Bgo is already being felt to an equal 
" «sient in Canada. The Montreal WitnoHs, 
a jonraal that cannot btf aoonsed of any du- 
sire to exaggerate any saoh ohango, reportH 
aa follows ; 

"There can be no doubt about the im- 
provciuent in the state of triulo during tho 
laat few wdoks. Tho improvemout in not, 
either of a temporary or nierely Heasonablu 
oharaotor,but itis of a kind which botokenM 
greater prosperity not only for moiithn, but 

~ appareutly for a period of years. The imd 
provenioutiuits wider aspect iauot confined 
to Canada or the United States, but is 
ahared alao by Great Britain. Tho moat 
promising feature of it is tho rapid growth 
of international trade. Tlio exports and 
imports of all those have incruaaed, and 
the producera and manufacturers of eaoh 
hare become busier supplying (ha needs 
of tha others. Altogether the prospect is 
of an extremely cheerful character. The 
progroaa of the season's trade has been 
good. An active business in anticipation 
of wintor needs has already sprung up, 
and in most departments a satisfactory 
trade is being done. Remittances are not 
. unaatisfaotory fot thisfseaa n uf tho year, 
which is not one of hirge paynienti 
usually. In dry goods, notwiihstand- 
ing tho warm and uiisoaBoiiable weath- 
er, a fair amuuiit of business tias 
been .done, travellers having sent 
in fairly large and numerous orders, os- 
pooially for fall and winter dress goods. 
A good many purchasers have made their 
appearance in person at the warehouses 
An advance of 10 lo 15 pur cent, in the 
price uf wuulleua, predicied some time 
ago on account uf ihe advance in wool, is 
nonr sought to be eatttblished. Oottun 
manufacturers hHve also advanced the 
price of white cuttcjna ^ of a cunt, and n 
is bs lieved that this will be followed up 
by an advance alao in the price uf gri-yi. 
In irun and hardware a di;cined improve- 
ment has tuiieii place, espucially in the 
former. Fig iron, which has long been 
weak and depressed, has . become stronger 
in consequence of the advance in 
prices uij tho other eide. Glas- 
gow warrants liio "o.ilLd at -Uh iid, ii 
rise of oue eoiiinj^ biucu a wtokajio.' 

With much more of the same tenor, 
What tho Witness nayn, corroborated as it 
is on every side, will be highly encouraging 
to all clasHes, more especially to our busi- 
nessmen and manufacturers.One of the most 
seriona oharaoteristics of the late business 

' depression was its universality. It seemed 
to be everywhere. Probably we in Canada, 
owing to exceptional • circumstances, felt it 
less than in almost any other country. But 
it was felt suflicieutly here to make tho re- 
turn of better timrs a matter for congratu- 
lation. And that we are entering on an- 
other era of business and activity, seems 

. ..npw.to be denied by no one. 

TEE BVOLUTWN OF' THE BOY- 
COTT. ' 

For some time past Thomas McOatthy, 

one of the principal brickmakers of Al- 
bany, New York, has been boycotted by 
the bricklayers of that city. The reason 
for this boycott is that Mr. iSIcCarthy 
furnished brick to John Smith, a promi- 
nent builder in the .central part uf the 
state, and who has a large contract for the 
erection of a building for the Young Men's 
Ohriitisn Association of Albany, Smith 
employs non-union men in the construc- 
tion of this building, to which the union 
bricklayers objecK Failing to have bmith 
discharge his non-union men, the brick- 
layers tried to influence McCarthy to with- 
hold his brick from Smith and thus check 
the progress of the building. Upon Mr. 
McCarthy's refusal to comply with this 
demand, the bricklayers of Albany refused 
to handle Mr. McCarthy's brick upon any 
of the several buildings now in course of 
ereotioD in Albany, and a boycott was 
inaugurated not only in Albany, but 
consignments which had been sent 
to ii'ew York were rotumed to him, 
as the niaaons of Now York had alao 
been pnrsuadcd into the boycott. Tho 
master builders of Albany espoused the 
cause of McCarthy since,attd all the various 
oarpenter shops, pliunbers, painters and 
masons quit work and remained idle for 
upward of a week in an attempt to havo the 
bricklayers remove tho boycott, but every 
ottomptiu this direction has provfd futile. 
A new exit out of tho diflicully ha.^ b.)en 
discovered and is very likely to st ttlo tho 
matter Kpeedily, although it is somewhat 
novel iu its character, mid was brought 
about iu this manner: JMoCarthy an luUed 
his contract with Smith and promised the 
masons to fnrnish him with no.mort! brick. 
Thereupon the masons immediately raised 
the boycott from his brick. Next day every 
brick dealer in Albany began furnishing 
Mr. Smith with brick, from the largest to 
the Binallast, there was no exception (ex- 
cept Mr. McCarlhy) every yard furnished 
its quota. The result of this move is that, 
in order to be cons'steut, the bricklayers 
will be obliged to boycott every brickmnke-r 
in Albany with the single exception of .Mr. 
Mr, McOarthy, This .would seem to give 
Mr. McCarthy a large demand during tho 
present fall; but to add to the present com- 
pUoation Mr. McCarthy aunouuceB|that his 
brick is all sold to out-of-town partie-s, and 
ho will have little, if any, to spare for tho 
Alba^iy trade. I'he c|ir.-.itiou now avises, 
what lUo tho maHijiis Koiii^; to do about it? 
Are they K""iK 1^" l'o\i'"Ll i>ll the brick in 
Albany uiul reouuii idle l(;r au iiidefuiite per- 
iod or are they goiu}.; to stultify themselves 
by acknort ledping that they are only ablu lo 
boyo'itt tho weak and poor, but havo to 
submit peacefully to tho rich and strong. 



The, Northeru Indian Land 
<|ueslion. 

The subjoined letters which wo publish 
from Mr. Duncan of Metlukahtia to the 
superintendent general and deputy super- 
intendent of Indian affairs, will show tho 
public that whatever turn the present agi- 
tation on tho land question in the north 
may take, that the Dominion govornmont 
was fully informed of the unsatisfac- 
tory state of things in that quaitor. 
No doubt the patient and exoni- 
plary conduct of those Indians is en- 
tirely due to their training under Mr. 
Duncan and his influence over them. It 
will he noticed that although tliey have 
entered into joint occupation with tlio 
church society, of the two acres in dia- 
puto, that they have done so in a quiet 
and orderly manner, simply erecting a 
house on the . properly and ' living in it. 
The story in the Times that'Mr. Duncan 
claims this or that is utterly untrue. Be- 
yond roproseiiting tho Indian case to the 
government he has taken no steps.

Sir — Being now on my way to Motla- 
kahtla and feeling assured that on my ar- 
rival there the Indians will press niu for 
information rolativo to their afTairs now 
before the Indian Department, I am 
therefore anxious to lay buforo you the 
questions I anticipate they will ask me, 
and beg that you will be good enough to 
furnish mo with such answers as I may 
give them in your name.

lat — Will the L»nd Cominissionor, Blr. 
O'Reilly, receive orders to adjust the dif- 
lioulty between tho Tsimahean and Naaa 
River Indians iii connection with the 
liahing interest and occupancy of the land 
on tho banks of the Naas River / 

2iid — Will the Liud Ooininiasioner re- 
ceive orders to meet thu Tsiinsliean iii- 
diaria in council tj reconaidor and read- 
just their reserves '/ 

3rd— Has tho Superintendent General 
of Indian afJ'aira given to the connnittoe 
of tho Church Miaaionary Society tho au- 
thority uf hia word that the two acres 
known as Mission Point at Metlakahila 
belong to that society i 

4ih — Is the Indian Department pro- 
pared to advise the government of British 
Columbia to enter into treaties with the 
Indians of that province in regard to the 
lands to be surrendered by theni ! 

5th — Should the Indiana of Motla- 
tcahlla be compelled to test the locality of 
the survey of Mission Point made by or- 
durs of the British Columbia government, 
what attitude will the Indian Department 
t ike iu reference to their action t 

(S'.h — Does the Indian l)epartinont per- 
mit bunds uf Indiana to setile upon laiid.i 
which are the private pn.porly oi white 
men, or of religious societies, the Indiana 
not having been instructed aa to tho exi- 
gencies involved in their action ? 

7th — Is the Indian Department satis- 
fied with the work and conduct of the 
magistrate appuntod over tho Indiana in 
the northern portion of British Columbia, 
and if not, are they proposing to remove 
him?

Sir,— On the 20th ult. at Ottawa, 1 had 
the honor to submit to the Deputy Min- 
ister of Indian Affairs certain questions 
which are now engrossing the uiinda of the 
Indians in tliis section of tho country. 

On my arrival at Metlukahtia on the 
10th inst. I found as I had anticipated 
the Indians were fully expecting some do- 
finite information from mo on these 
questions. All that I could tell them waa 
that the Deputy Minister had promised a 
communication on the subject and that I 
had reason to hope that the next mail 
(about ihreo weeks later) would bring 
them tho desired information. 

Id the meantime .fresh troubles havo 
arisen between the Tsimshean and Mass 
River Indiana in reference to their huid 
claims, making ua look even more eagerly 
for tho promised commuiiicat'un . 

Yesterday tho mail arrived, but with- 
out any letter from the Deputy Minister, 
and while the Indians were brooding 
over this fresh disappointment they ascer- 
tained that the steamer had brou;^ht up a 
gentleman to survey reserves. 

Thill led to their calling a meeting at 
which I gather they complained bitterly 
of the troatment they are receiving at the 
handg of tho government in roforenco 1 1 
their land claims: eapecially when they 
had been led to expect from promifles 
made them through their delegates last 
summer that reserves would bo reconsid- 
ored and readjusted before being finally 
fixed. 

1 learn since commonoing this letter 
that the Fort Simpson Indians have alao 
taken alarm at tlie arriv:il of the surveyor 
and have wriLti^ii a letter to Mellakahtla 
calliny the Indiana to meet thorn to con- 
aideT tlie aitnation, 

1 do sincerely hope the govornmont will 
wi' hold, delay adopt a course which will 
refliilt 111 art ling thb minds of tho Indiana 
on Ihe land (|ueatioii before some fata 
bhi'.v is i/ivun to ihe pe ice of the Country.

It is surmiaed th itaomo 
sirains ef powder lodged in tho thread of 
the bole in the shell, and the plug being 
screwed in brought about an explosion.

RUSSELL VS. RUSSELL. 

An Absointe Divorc<i Oruuted 
tlie Petitioner. 

Judge fii ray's Judgement— An 
Eveiiint;: Pnpcr Scored— 
Flewin's Positiou. 

.Tudgment was given by the Hon. Mr. 
Justice Gray in the divorce case of Rus- 
sell vs Russell at noon yesterday in the 
supreme court. 

tjpiim the opening of court Mr. T, Da- 
vie, coiinsel for the petitioner, moved for 
a decree nui dissolving the marriage be- 
tween tlii^ pelitiunur aud reapondont a 
vi)iculo uudrinwnii Ho said it was un- 
necesaary to mnko any remarks aa the 
verdict spoke fur itaelf. 

Mr. S. I'. Milla, counsel for the re- 
spondent, had fio objections to the decree 
being granted under the testimony, if pro- 
vision waa made for tho wife and child. 
When one ooiisidored the circumstancea 
under which the girl maniou llusaoll, 
having been stolen away aa it- were, it did 
s6em that he ought to bo obliged to make 
some provision for their support. 

Hia lorJahip aiiid he was primarily in 
favur of granting some such provision and 
thought that Ruasall should take caro of 
his child. 

Mr. Davie said that Russell was pre- 
cluded from apeaking of the iduntity of 
tho child, but he could say that RuosoU 
had informed him previous to the trial 
that in the event of a divorce being grant- 
ed ho would care for the child. 

Mr. Mills said that Ruaaell in hiii peti- 
tion had not prayed for the cuatody of 
tne child and coiiai-quontly he cnuld not 
authoritatively take it. lie cited tho case 
of Boddy vs. iioddy, asking that the mar- 
riage ho dissolved and auch relief grauted 
iia may aecm meet, in support uf his con- 
tention . 

Mr. Davie said such a course was not 
necossary aa the father was tho legal cua- 
todian of his children, and was al- 
ways entitled to the care of them. He 
cited Brown on' Divorce to show tliat 
there was no necoasily tj pray fur Buch a 
decree. 

Ilia honor hold with Mr. Davie and 
said he might, if necesaary, petition after 
tho decreo, for tho cuatody ef hia children. 

Mr. Mills thoroupou read an alUdavit of 
the respondent which among things stated 
that in accordance with the udvico of her 
counsel she had decided to leave the prov- 
ince within a month and not|return agaiu, 
so that sbo might not fall into teiiiptntion. 
Certain property valued at a huge .sum 
wore Hworu to as belonging to ijotilioner, 
ant! it was stati-d that llussoU was tin? father 
of the elnld, she liuviiig been faithful to 
him from tho tiiiio of liur marriage to the 
ilatoof tho auparation.aiui conclmlod by pray- 
ing that some proviaiou bo made her to the 
end that she might livo a better life. 

Mr. Milla said the respondent was uout' 
ally djafeotive — bad she not been she would 
never have contracted the marriage she had. 
Ho asked that a certain aum of money be 
supplied her by Buasell with the requost 
that she do not return to the province.

The petitioner in this case seeks for a 
divorce from his wife Griicie Buaaell, the 
respondeut, on the giound ot adultery, sev- 
erally with 000 Albert Haynea aud ouo 
John Flewiu. The ofTouce was clcarlj- 
proved in lioth instances, and the verdict 
reuderfal by au iutelligont special jury, who 
at tho same time found that there was no 
proof of cruelty or improper conduct on tho 
part of the petitioner. It is unneceaflary to 
go into any details. There is a aanctity 
surrounding the rolatior's of private life, 
which faulty as men may be, always render 
such disclosures repulaive. The potitiouor 
bore is entitled to a decree, liually aud ab- 
solutely dissolving tho marriage; but there 
are some observations I must make before 
pronouncing that decree. 

Toe marriage look place on Januaay 
liO, 188!m', the ao|araiion, January 11, 
1885 Tho respondent was at the time o( 
the marriage a girl uf fifteen years uf uge. 
The petitioner, a back- driver, drove her 
to her aiater'a residence with whom eho 
lived, her p.ircnti being dead or absent, 
late un a Sat;irdiy nigiit, arranging with 
her to meet him clandcatiuely on t!ie 
Monday night following aod get marriu d. 
On Monday he getb a license from the 
provincial, issuer of licmiaes on hia ])or- 
sonal declaration that lie knew no cau o 
or impediment why tiiey aliouid not lie 
married; lakt^a ihu gul and thia license to 
a clergyman on Monday night. They aro 
inurried without tho attendance or know- 
ledge of a single relative or friend, Aud 
whon the sister learns of her departure, it 
ia too lato And in thia caae it id to bo 
observed there bad been no previous inti- 
mate acijuaiiit iiiceship. practically none. 
No cruel attempts at prevatioii, no ro- 
mantic incidenla to create an interest or 
palliate cuch clandestine conduct. In 
plum English it was stealing a girl, who 
It may well bo presumed hardly knew 
what she was about. No (;ne need bo 
aurpriaod at the roaulta which h;ivo so 
rapidly followed, for tho respondent is 
barely yet on the throahold of life, not 21. 
There is aomething wrong in tho l.iw 
which permita such an abutie, and it may 
be gravely cpieatioiiou whetluir tliiiiu) who 
uiidi>r audi uninual circuinatanr,i!a por- 
foriued the marriage CLiriiinony ought not 
to ii.llucta little before it is too late. 

Agaiu the evidence diacloaed that tho 
re.tpondent did not in the first inatanco 
yield to tho said John Flewin but only 
after repealed urgoiiciea. and liirtlior 
that tho said .loliii Flewin wua n 
policoinan, whuao duly it is to watch and 
pr t.;ct the lioniea and properties of tho 
c.ti/.ens at all titnua, hut particularly dur- 
ing tho hours of the night. Yet after 
the uigiit ia. well advanced, and tho fami- 
ly retired, ho ia found clandestinely in- 
vading till' lioi:a.> wliiTu flbo b lardor', in 
Ills stocking fi'et, to lako advai.'t ige of thia 
woak tniiidod woman, with whom ho had 
already had criminal oonneotion. W.itb 
a man's private life we have no- 
thing to do, but public ollioera who dia 
tinotly violate the diitieu they are ap- 
pointed to diaclmrg.i niual expoct, when 
tho fact is clearly proved on oatii, in u 
court of juatico, and particularly when 
they are ministerial otlicers, connected 
with the carrying out of the laws, to have 
auch conduct severely ctsnaured by the 
court . 

There ia yet another point to which I 
must rofor with regrot, but it is duo to 
the community that what is a most im- 
proper reflection upon itt oitizons ahould 
bo at once authoritatively and distinctly 
ciiiiiradicted. In tho account of tho pro- 
coediiigs during tho trial r sio portion of 
the prues announced, aa ooimectGd with 
thia unfortunutu woman and affair, that 
the natnua of several prominent oitizena 
were mixed up. This statement must 
have been through inadvertence or in an- 
ticipation. Not tho name of a Binglo in- 
dividual, prominent or uuprotntnent, was 
given, referred to or oven hinted at, ex- 
cept that of the baker's appreutioe, . Al- 
Isert Haynei, and the aaid John Tlewln, 



tho polioeinan. It ia my duty to 
say that while the adminiatration 
of justice ahould always bo in the most 
open and publio manner, and while the 
public are indebted to those members of 
the press who unpaid attend and report 
tho proceedings of the courts, yet it ia 
equally their duty to report correctly, and 
not for tho sake of sensational efl'ect give 
publicity to imaginary conceptions, or 
statementa of facta that are entirely with- 
out f oqndatlon. Such statements may be 
witHouC harm in the community itaelf, 
but as a city it damages the reputation of. 
its citizens abroad. 

Tho petitioner, I havo aaid, ia entitled 
to his decree of tiivorco, but I have a cer- 
tain power to aay on what terms the court 
will grant it. I think this woman, yet so 
young, ahould have an opportunity of re- 
form, that she should not bo at once 
driven to s life of pros'itution. 
I think it for the intorost and welfare 
of the children that thu politioner ahould 
koop and support and educato them. 
I think ho ahould pay a sulUoiout sura 
of monoy to enable this woman to start in 
lifo again> without being driven to immor- 
ality for suatenance* It il true there ia 
no proof of cruelty or improper conduct 
on his part, to drive her to tho course she 
followed, but At did not ciaiuirc her rightly. 
A man is not juatifiod in taking away a 
girl of that ago from her relatives and 
frienda without first aeeking openly and 
honorably to obtain their sainctibn. 'Pri- 
marily ho is responsible for her fall. 

I, thoroforo, decree that ho shall pay 
into court for the use of this woman, the 
respondent, tho sum of §500 to be appro- 
priated for her use as shall heroaftor be 
determined and ordered by tho court on 
consultation with her counsel and friends, 
and thereupnii that ho be divorced abso- 
lutely t( viiii-ulu iiKitriinniiii with this wo- 
man . 

Let the decree niu ho made accordingly. 
The court then adjourned.

How to Develop the Kcisources 
of the Province. 



BY H F. BELL. 

The building of the Canadian Pacific 
railway being an accomplished fact, it is 
now time for thinking British Columbiana 
to turn their attciitiun to tho beat man- 
ner of developing tho rosoiircea of the 
province. As to what they cunaiat of, 
it may bo justly aaid that although vari- 
oua in kind, the mines aro the backbone 
of the country and all other reaourcea tho 
ribs, which depend upon tho aamo spinal 
column as their natural support, and a 
further cunaideration will lead to the con- 
viction that if the backbone be ^pported 
the riba may be left to take care.. ot them- 
selves. • . ' 

The development of a proy!noe>a8 large 
aa. British Oolumbia is a aubject thatoov- 
ei'B a great area, and theru is no tiino 
like the present for its uotisideration. 

Let us paas from tliu furoguing ayllo- 
giam to somo questions of prime import- 
onoe to British Cidumbia. What ia tho 
greateat need of the province iii her prin- 
cipal mining contres) The ^nswor is, 
briefly, cheap transportation!' How ia 
that to bo obtained i By building a rail- 
road to the mines. Who ahould pay for 
the railruad / Tho people to be buiiolit- 
ted thereby; the whole population of 
British Culumbial and thu Dominion 
government aa receivers of cuatoma du- 
tiesl therefore to .the local government 
and the Dominion' members of Britiah 
Columbia, the whole: population ahould 
look to procure such legislation as would 
place t!iu province in thu position 
that nature intended her to fill, 
and nothing but human apnt'ny, and want 
of coucort can long delay. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway will prove an inestimable 
blessing to British Columbia as a national 
base line; but the true mining resources of 
the province are situated too remote there- 
from to derive benefit without closer con- 
nection. The doveloiJiuent of British Col- 
umbia icipiircs one 11 a n feed' r, north ai d 
south, without winch tho tvai coutiiieuti 1 
railway will avail but little. Forluiiatolx 
for the proviuce, pliy.sical aud goographical 
characteristics have deteruiiucd within coni- 
parativoly narrow limits where tiii.s iimiii 
feeder should be situated. 

The mining resources of Oariboo have 
languished for years on account of the oo.st 
of transportation. Ton yearn ago au abor- 
tive altoiiipt was luado to initiate the min- 
ing of quart/, iu Cariboo. In tlioso day.s 
tho treatiiiunt of rufraotory ores had not 
even begun to ajiproucb tlio i-couoniic poi- 
foctiou that reliable experts claim as atlaiii- 
uble tp-iliiy. lint eveu to-day the treatment 
possiljle to be attained requires hedvy trans- 
portation aud economic work, requires easy 
meaus of iiccess. 

Having set forth certain gonoralities, per- 
fectly well known to residents of the upper 
country, it will now be in order to pass 
from generalitieB and formulate gome idea 
of how and in what manner a line of rail- 
way to connect the Canadiau Pacific with 
tho Cariboo mines may bo brought about. 
But, before going further, it will be iiuco.-i- 
sary to moke a lateral digresHiou on tho 
futihty of granting railway charters for 
very large enterprises to companies too 
weak to undertake tho worlcs for which they 
apply. Such charters are generally 
looked upon by their promoters 
aa a possible sometning in a dim future, 
under a combination of fortuitous clroum- 
atances and nothing more. Now, if 
British Columbia had lands in the upper 
cnuntry wherewith to aubaidize a com- 
pany to build a roilroad into Cariboo, it 
is very questiouable whether it would be 
advisable to grant landa for auch an en- 
terprise, aa however she has them not in 
sufficient quantities for this and other 
p jrposfis, wo may put thia iiueatioii aside, 
from tho consideration that tho mines 
themaelvea ahould and would bo quite 
able to pay a good interest on the capitil 
necesaary to build the road. But it must 
be borne in mind thit auch a road proper- 
ly located with regard to existing wants 
might bo made to eubservu established 
interests, other than those of mining, to a 
very large extent, and tho building of 
this road should be made a political ques- 
tion by every man in Britiah Columbia, to 
the exclusion of every other, because it 
means wealth and prosperity to all. 
Without further oircuiiilocutioii, wo may 
pass to tho principle that the construc- 
tion of thia road ia the vital principle of 
further prosperity to British Columbia, 
that it should not for the present be 
granted aa a charter, but that it aeould be 
made a local government moaaure. backed 
up in the Dominion parliament by every 
member in the country. Tho Dominion 
government ahould be aaked to give a 
four per cent, guarantee to the building 
of tho road, aimply beoauae they would 
benefit thesoby to a very largo extent. It 
is a well-known fact that no communiiy 
consumes so much dutiable ^'''^da 
per head as a mining population, 
and Britiah Columbia not being 
a self-aupporting province, tho 
Dominion would largely benefit by 
any conaidorable increase of population. 
The mechanical requirorneiit.s of a mining 
community aro very largo and if onoo 
cheap transport were secured the quanti- 
ty of machinery and other mining neces- 
aitiea needed would produce no small ' 
revenue. 

It may bo argued on very reasonable 
grounds that in the granting of Dominion 
subsidies to I'riu-inci.vl liuea, t'l.it Britiah 
Columbia baa not had it) fair aharo. Aa to 
what waa grauted to tho Island railway, 
that waa a matter of insignificant amount 
c.impared with the cost of th^ work, and 
for which the Domi'in recuived a hand- 
some e(iuivalent. No diiiibt any dele- 
gation trom British Columbia will liiid 
ditfioultioa to overcome, but unity is 
strength. Tho Duminioii governmont 
may aak how much the people of thu pro- 
vince are willing t] ttix themaelvoB to ob- 
tain the construction of such a road; thoro- 
foro lot l!io local governiiuiilt take up that 
(juontion and deal with it aud let every 
taxpayer who wants to sao the country go 
ahead, notify the member for his district 
that he is willing to pay for hia own bene- 
fit. Tho nccossiiry lignros aro in tho poa- 
aession of the government, to ascertain 
just what the population cm atind witli- 
out unduly proasing them bef( re tlii^y feel 
a return and lot them carry into elluct 
such special logialatiou as a government 
-measure, as will prove t<> the Dooiiuion 
houao that tho people aro in earnoat. 
If it ahould appear that tho reprenenlativoa 
of the people in tho louid houao 
will nut support a policy of tliis kind.thon 
it may bo taken aa a fact that tho peoplo 
do not want tho road, and Ihogovoriinieiit 
can honorably withdraw the meaaure; but 
now ia the time, before the lesiion for 
raombera to find oiit the wiahea of their 
constituent'. Aa however uvory farmer and 
rancher throughout the loiiglli and breadth 
of the province might look forward in tho 
near future to the largest pricea for hia 
produce,, and every Victoria merchant for 
hia goods, it ia hardly doubtful that tho 
community at liirgo would givo an uncer- 
tain Bound. The transition from alluvial 
to quartz mining has always been a alow 
process, but the times weru 
never so ripe as now. Aa to 
what the proBpeots of suoh a road would 
bo, il may be said that there is a largo 
lised test pit in Oi^riboo now out of which 
«ome 40 or 60 million dollars have already

been extracted. Tue quality of the Cari- 
boo tiuartz lodges aro eufilciently well 
known and the methods of reducing ore 
sufficiently iinpnived to warrant confident 
anticipations of remunerative returns. 
Let us further aay that the mining re- 
aourcea of British Columbia have been tho 
most important factor in making her what 
she ia at present, and their further devol- 
opulent would bo e(|uiilly potent for her 
future benefit; therefore the proviuce, if 
ehe wiahea to attain the poaition that nu- 
turo intended her to fill, must set about 
developing her mining roaourcos, and lot 
every voter impress upon his own mcta 
her, be ho Dominion or local, that a truly 
Britiah Columbian policy is an immediato 
and pressing iieccaaity, and that the voter 
is willing to boar his share of atamporury 
burden to attain so magnificent a future. 
As to the amount on which it might be 
necessary to ask a guarantee thia ia a mere 
matter of detail that can bo easily apcor- 
tuiiiod by a survey of tho ground. It ia 
an old French proverb "that thooo whu 
help theiu.sLlvou Heaven will help," wliicli 
ia another way of saying that Britiah Co- 
lumbia must make some ssoritice herself 
if she wanta the Dominion government to 
help her, .\a with individuals, so it is 
with communitioa. The man who.haa tho 
moat enterprise when there is a golden 
prospect in atore will reap tho first and 
the largest rLturii. Thu old principle of 
watching and waiting is not in accordance 
with modern progression. The principle 
of cohesion is necesaary for scattered coin- 
niunitiea to atti^iti rapid results, and the 
ta,\payer in a progres-sivo cuminuuity wlii) 
docs not feel himself au individual entity, 
but Vi-aita for hia neighbor to spend that 
ho may dorivo the benefit, ia a drono that 
ahould be driven out of tho national hive. 
.Sectionalism and district against district is 
destruction to enttsrpriae; but unity is 
auccesa. Tho practical embodiment of 
the principle of coheBion ia to bo found in 
ahe working majority of a government, 
and when a ^reat publio need is felt, that 
ia tho proper foody to take it up There- 
fore, oh ye conatituonts, go for your var- 
ious niombcra and pledge them to the 
wants of the country for this ia the quick- 
eat and moat practical way of oausing.im- 
mediate attention to ministry to your 
presaing wanta.
